It has been almost 10 months 
since the city has taken over 
operation of the water district 
which served Belle Haven and 
the Willows. : 


Monthly financial reports 
have been gvien the water 
commission and city council 


since the start of operations. 
Beginning with the start of 
this fiscal year, July 1, the 
statements have been present- 
ed in two ways, first, to answer 
the question, “Do we take in as 
much cash as we pay out?’ and 
second, “Would we show a 
profit if our accounts were set 
up on the same basis as a pri- 
vate utility company’s books?” 

The Menlo Park water depart- 
ment serves about 2200 meters 
representing over one-third of 
the city’s population. This oper- 
ation is a small one as utilities 
go, and our total annual revenue 
is only about $150,000. 

However, by borrowing men 
from the street department when 
work is pressing, and lending men 
to- the street department when 
work is slack, the department is 
able to operate economically with 
two field men and one office em- 
ployee. 

Part time services are also 
given by the manager, the ad- 
AMninistrative assistant, the city 
clerk’s office, the treasurer’s 
office, the assistant superin- 
tendent of public works and a 
drafisman. Careful records are 
kept so there is no subsidy to 
or from the city’s general fund 
for the time spent by personnel 
switched between departments. 


For the*five months from July 
1, 1953, to November 30, the 
water department grossed $71,638, 
of which $68,982 was from water 
sales, $2320 from connection fees, 
and $336 from miscellaneous 
sources. On a cash basis the water 
department expended $64,301 fof 
operation and $61070 for adminis- 
tration, or a total of $70,408. This 
left a net increase in cash during 
the period of $1230. 

Since the city took over oper- 
ation of the system a substantial 
amount of money has been put 
back into physical plant. 

New mains have been install- 
ed, and old mains have been re- 
placed with larger ones for the 
purpose of improving the water 
pressure where it was subnor- 
mal. When this work has been 
completed the city will install 
pressure reducers in that por- 
tion of the system now having 
excessive pressure. Capital out- 
lay requirements will drop after 
this is done. 

Capital outlays included above 
in expenditures in the 

months totaled $10,860. 

Privately owned public utility 
companies do not deduct capital 
outlays in computing profit, but 
in lieu make a charge for depre- 
ciation. On this basis of account- 
ing the city makes the liberal 
charge of 10 per cent of the gross 

for depreciation. Ex- 

penses for the five months be- 
come $6107 for administration, 
$53,441 for operation and $1,163 
for depreciation, a total of $66,-
